BIG WIND TUNNEL __ 
TO TEST. AIR LAWS 


New Acronautiéal: Laboratory 
to Help Designers. 


Pasadena, Calif.—If it isn’t handy 
te de scientific experiments on an alr- 
plane rushing through the air at 100 
miles an hour, then rush the air 100 
miles per hour past the stationary 
plane. Such. in brief is one plan of 
the new aeronautical department of 
the California Institute of Technology. 
Thanks to the munificence of the Gug- 
genheim foundation, its elaborate 
aeronautic laboratory, now rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, promises to aid 
in bringing aeronautic design into the 
domain of exact science. ° 

The new plant includes a large 
wind tunnel, wide enough to admit a 
small airplane. Powerful motor-driv- 
en blowers deliver a blast of air into 
one end of the tunnel and withdraw 
the same’ air from the opposite end. 
The blust thus makes a continuous 
circuit within the building like a well- 
regulated tornado. The airplane, 
however, as far as the experimenters 
are concerned, is traveling at high 
speed—admitting that motion is pure- 
ly a relative matter. 

In the wind tunnel a variety of 
problems on shape, size and thickness 
of planes, wings, rudders, ete. will 
be tested, both in the interest of sta- 
bility as well as lifting power and 
speed. Preliminary calculations on 
the form and directions of curved 
lines and surfaces are running into 
the most abstruse mathematics, some 
of which lead to conclusions not read- 
ily tested in common flying practice. 
Whence comes the aid of the labora- 
tory. 

In the earlier days of aircraft it 


' was thought that the frontal exposed 


parts of an airship should be sharp 
or slim tapered. A pointed prow, fine 
plano-wire supports and extra thin 
planes were favored.

GAME PF RESERVE NEAR 


SUMMER WHITE HOUSE 


Wind Cave National Park 


Interesting Place. 


Washington.—President - Coolidge’s 
summer “White House,” the game 
lodge of the. Custer state park game 
preserve in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota, is only a few miles north 
of one of the federal big-game pre- 
serves. This is in the Wind Cave 
National park, 4,000 acres of which 
have been fenced and maintained by 
the bielogieal survey of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, The 
preserve was. established by’ act of 
congress in August, 1912, and Its size 
will be nearly doubled this summer 
by inclosing 3,000 more acres. 

One of Largest Caves in West. 

Wind cave, for which both the na- 
tional park and’ the game preserve 
have been named, is one of*thé turger 
of the known caves in the West, and, 
together with the bag-game animals in 
the preserve, which may - frequently 
be seen by .passing tourists, attracts 
increasing thousands of visitors éach 
year. It is on the main highway: from 
Custer to Hot Springs, S. D., -on the 
southern slope of the Black Hills, 
commonly Known as the foothills, a 
region made famotis by Indian war- 
fare. 

The cave proper, was named Secnuse 
of the current of air, often very strong, 
that blows intermittently in and out, 
varying in force and direction in re- 
sponse to changing temperature, It 
once served as channels for subterra- 
nean waters which now follow other 
courses.

WILD LIFE GALORE 
AT YELLOWSTONE 


Animals Reported More in 
Evidence Than Ever. 


Yellowstone Park, Wyo.—The wild 
“abfmals of Yellowstone nleaer park 
are making themselves more caspicu- 
ous this season than ever before. Al- 
though the bear is looked upon as one 
of the great attractions 6f the Yellow- 
stone and may always be seen along 
the roads or at the special feeding 
grounds, the shyer animals that usual- 
ly seek the higher ranges in the sum- 
mer season seem to be staying closer 
to the main highways of the park. 

Many: park visitors report seeing 
mother elk and their calves and a 
number of baby deer. Moose are also 
réported plentiful, scarcely a day 
passing without some tourist report- 
ing that he has seen a splendid bull 
or a cow and her calf. 

Of course there are special -sight- 

seeing trips, and on these one may 
seek out the wild life of the park, 
gaining perhaps the best results from 
a hike or a horseback trip conducted 
to Specimen ridge from Camp Roose- 
velt, in the northeast section of the 
_park. In this region wild ana 
may almost always be found. 
. Parties taking these trips recently 
“have reported seeing antelope, elk 
aud mountain sheep.. Perhaps the 
reason for the superabundance of wild 
animals in this section lies in the 
fact that Camp Roosevelt is: not on 
the regular stopping schedule for the 
yellow busses of the transportation 
line and the tourist is apt to pass it 
by. In this rather quiet spot, how-

rest and vacation trip stop for several 
days to fish the rivers and explore 
the niountains and forest trails near 
the . eamp.
